We  do  not  guarantee  our  stock  to  live  and  no  allowance 
will  be  made  for  goods  that  fail  to  live  after  being  planted. 
Our  methods  of  handling  and  packing  stock  are  up  to  date 
and  goods  will  be  in  good  condition  and  well  packed  when 
they  leave  our  grounds.  Our  responsibility  ends  upon  delivery 
to  carriers.

Auto  Truck  Delivery — We  are  in  a position  to  make  deliv- 
eries by  auto  truck  to  points  within  seventy-five  miles  of 
Painesville.  Charges  are  made  according  to  the  size  of  truck 
required  and  the  distance.  The  advantages  of  truck  delivery 
are  many;  the  cost  of  boxing,  freight  and  cartage  is  elimi- 
nated; the  stock  is  delivered  in  a much  better  condition  than 
as  if  packed  in  cases;  and  above  all,  the  goods  are  landed 
on  the  grounds  within  a short  time  after  being  dug.
